The federal authorities propose to 
s e if there is such a thing as a beef 
trust in Indiana. 
Yesterday sub­ 
let aas were Issued for representatives 
of the big Chicago packing houses and 
the representatives of the local pack­ 
ing companies to appear before the 
federal grand jury and testify regard­ 
ing the situation. A number of butch­ 
ers were also summoned to tell wheth­ 
er or not the packers distribute the 
t rude so that prices can be maintained 
at a high mark. 
There has been 
much complaint hen-, as elsewhere, 
against the sky-high prices that meats 
are commanding, but butchers say In­ 
dianapolis has not suffered as other 
cities have. 
While It is denied that 
a twist exists in Indianapolis it is un­ 
derstood that one firm fixes the prices 
and that the others follow Its lead. 
It really does not look as if there is 
n itch hope for relief from the high 
U rices until corn sells for a lower fig­ 
ure, as representatives of the packers 
say that cattle will continue to sell 
high unless corn goes down as low as 
35 or 40 cents a bushel.
